Plays By Ear, the Kentucky Lads 
Put Up a Good 
Game.

”A remarkable feature of the 
work of , my boys,” said Captain 
Short, of the football team of the 
Kentucky Institution for the Educa- 
tion of the Blind, “is the quickness 
with which they adapt themselves to 
the use of signals. A clap of the 
hands, the shouting of an agreed 
word known ouly to the blind boys 
and myself and a countersign or pas- 
sword are the means used to make 
up for the loss of the players’ sight. 

“P’or instance, when the boys get 
into a tackle or other mixup they 
have one word which must be spoken 
whenever there there is a come-to- 
gether. When a blind boy gets 
his hands on another player he says 
this word aloud. If the man he has 
tickled or collided with does not say 
in a hurry the word agree»l u[>on to 
fit the imssword, something is doing. 

■'.All this has to be done in a jitl'y 
and my boys <lo not waste any time 
going, after their man when he does 
not .'Hv the word to fit the counter 
sign. 

There is no ".snapping” of the ball 
but instead it is pas.se<l to th« blind 
lioy agreed niion by both sides and 
[day lK.*gins with liiin. .\fter this 
eveiy’thing as far as the location of 
the l.nll gv>es depends on sound. 
The moment the ball goes into a 
man’s hands you will see my boys 
making for that direction almost be- 
fore the men who can see have learn- 
ed where the ball is. 

"One agreed word will eomiiletely 
stop the play, and the way the boys 
catcli the word and obey it is lieauti- 
fiil. It is like a test alarm of fire in 
a .school. 

"With my boys they do not know 
what is coming, whether they are 
about to get smashed all to pieces or 
whether some one else is about to 
get hurt by their rushes, hut they 
do know that the signal to stop ^ 
means to stop, and like the true I 
soldiers that they are they stop , 
almost in the middle of a breath, so j 
to speak. I
